GERMANS REFUTE 
BRITISH CLAIMS 


Hundreds Of Bombers And 
Pursuit Planes Engaged 
In Aerial Dog Fight

LONDON, Aug. 12,—For the 
second day In succession, the 
Nail air force pounded at the 
coast of Britain in waves today, 
losing at least II planes in a 
series of attacks that included 
a raid on one important south­ 
east coastal town.

Five junkers JU-88 bombers 
were shot down in this attack 
during the early hours of the 
afternoon, according to reports, 
while six others were lost in 
various other raids during: the 
morning. 
Thirty Planes 
Thirty Nazi planes participated in 
the afternoon attack. Twelve Nazi 
airmfen bailed out of their falling 
planes and a few bombs landed cm 
a local golf course before the raiders 
were sent away.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 12—Senate 
majority leader Barkley proposed 
today that the conscription pro­ 
gram be expanded by a continuous 
inventory of men between 21 and 
45 for possible emergency military 
and defense service. 
He said it would be a "good idea" 
to authorize the War Department 
to register all men between these 
ages once a year. 
The pending 
conscription bill calls for a single 
registration of men between 21 and 
31 for a year’s military training. 
Not Compulsory Training 
B a r k l e y emphasized, however, 
that he was not advocating compul­ 
sory military training for those who 
would come under the yearly regis­ 
tration. 
It would merely give the 
War Department a continuous in­ 
dex to a large reservoir of men 
who could be used for military and 
industrial service in a sudden emer­ 
gency.

of the national defense program.

were the outcome of a survey made 
by wrighr to assure the flow’ of 
parte needed for the huge produc­ 
tion program planned at the new 
plant 
Once tomplcled and in full i 
operation, the plant is expected to 
turn out 1.000 high-powered air­ 
plane engines a month, dubling the 
company's capacity. 


Discussions 
between 
Studebaker 
and Curtiss-Wright officials are un­ 
derstood to have reached an ad­ 
vanced stage, signing of the con­ 
tract, however, may be delayed by 
the fact the plant will not be in 
operation until next year along with 
the desire to wait for congress to 
pass the Amortization and excess 
profits tax bill. 
The deal will require a large in­ 
vestment by Studebaker in machin­ 
ery necessary to turn out the pre­ 
cision parts required for making 
air-cooled engines. 
Studebaker has excess capacity at 
its main plant at South Bend, Ind., 
and also has a plant at Detroit 
which has been idle for some time.

MEDICAL EXAMINATIONS 
The Chinese used to have a cus­ 
tom that I have always regarded as 
particularly sound. They paid doc­ 
tors to keep them well. 
A really 
successful Chinese medical man had 
few patients. 
Such a plan requires, of course, 
that the person who wishes to en­ 
joy this form of health insurance, 
shall submit to regular medical ex­ 
aminations and follow the advice 
given him. 
When you, while 
in 
good health, go to a doctor for peri­ 
odic checkups, you are, in effect, 
paying him to keep you well. 
I approve of the periodic checkup 
to such an extent that I practice 
what^I preach: 
I myself have reg­ 
ular examinations by other physi­ 
cians. 
And I think it is particularly im­ 
portant that children have regular 
medical examinations even though 
they appear in the best of health. 
An infant can’t tell its mother its 
troubles. 
A child isn’t as quick to 
comprehend 
t h a t 
something 
is 
wrong. 
A parent may be unaware 
of a growing abnormality or ailment 
in a child until it has become seri­ 
ous enough to evidence itself in a 
violent illness. The doctor’s periodic 
examination of a child can head 
off many troubles. 
Until he is a year old, the doctor 
should see your baby at least once 
a month. He will take almost as 
much interest in the child as you 
do. 
His trained eye will be able to 
detect any tendency towards any 
special weakness or failure of nor­ 
mal growth. 
By the time the baby 
is six months old the doctor may de­ 
cide to give him a toxoid innocula- 


tion to protect him from diphtheria 
At any time after he is three months 
old. he may 
vaccinate 
the 
baby 
against small pox. These and other 
precautions need to be taken in due 
course, and your doctor will lift the 
responsibility of worrying over them 
off your shoulders. 
When your baby reaches the age 
of a year, and is strong and healthy, 
visits to the doctor once every two 
months should be sufficient. 
Your 
family physician will make regular 
examinations to see that the baby's 
eyes are normal and to check up on 
his ears and nose and throat. Visits 
can be reduced to once every four 
months soon. 
At the end of the second year, 
once every six months will be often 
enough to take the child to the 
doctor. 
The regular examinations 
will take only a short time 
The 
doctor will keep a chart 
of 
the 
baby’s weight and height and this 
will serve as one of his guides in 
watching development of the child. 
Through these regular examina­ 
tions, you will get the jump on most 
of the diseases of childhood 
For 
instance, if the child appears list­ 
less and has some aching of 
the 
limbs, the doctor will be able to de­ 
tect a case of rickets at once and 
will be able to cure it before such 
conditions as anaemia or heart mur­ 
murs develop. 
Regular medical examinations for 
your child or yourself are just a 
matter of common sense. Your body 
is a delicate and intricate machine j 
No man would dream of neglecting ! 
regular checkups of any machine 
except his own body.

LONDON, Aug. 12.—-An air 
battle expected to exceed in in­ 
tensity any in history, fot un­ 
derway over the English Chan­ 
nel and the Thames estuary this 
afternoon, with at least 12 Nasi 
planes brought down and more 
than 200 German and R. A. F. 
craft locked in dizzy combat 
high infthe skies. 
Violent Attack 
A brief announcement by the air 
ministry and the ministry of home 
security told of Reichsfuehrer Adolf 
Hitler’s latest and most violent pre 
blitzkriek attack against the British 
Isles, 
The statem ent said that “large 
enemy activity” was taking place 
over a wide area of the channel and 
the Thames estuary. Details are not 
known. 
(Editor's note: The German high 
command hnnounced that one vio­ 
lent raid was directed against Ports­ 
mouth, chief naval base of Eng­ 
land.) 
While residents all along the south 
coast scurried to air raid shelters, 
London had to be satisfied with ex­ 
tremely brief details of the terrific 
encounters under way at the gate­ 
way to the capital. 
The Thames estuary lies roughly 
between Southend and Sheemess. 
Through it all shipping must pass 


t-o reach the ‘ pool” and the sprawl­ 
ing docks and piers where are un­ 
loaded food and supplies essential 
for London's existence. 
British authorities clearly indi­ 
cated that the channel-estuary en­ 
gagements of this afternoon were 
only one stage in a new success of 
Nazi attacks expected to exceed 
those of yesterday, during which 400 
German planes attacked the British 
Isles with 60 losses. 
12 Nazi Losses 
Fragmentary reports from the va­ 
rious scenes of combat told of twelve 
Nazi lasses today, including five 
huge Junkers JU-88 bombers. 
In one attack on a southeast coast 
town «editors note: Probably Ports­ 
mouth), the Nazis came over in 


t w o waves, meeting Britain's com­ 
bined air and land defenses. There 
was some damage from bombing. 
One large fire was started. 
There were 21 German aircraft in 
the first wave and 15 in the second. 
The tail of one Nazi plane was shot 
off by anti-aircraft fire with a di­ 
rect hit, while the R. A. F. accounted 
for four more. 
The bombers screamed down out 
of the sun and over the town in the 
face of heavy fire 
and attacks by 
diving spitfires and hurricanes. 
Twelve Nazi airmen bailed out of 
their falling planes.

Dr. Andre Rosanoff 
“Out” At Duquesne

PITTSBURGH,

12. — The 
withdrawal of Dr. Martin Andre 
Rosanoff, one of the worlds fore­ 
most chemists, from the faculty of 
Duquesne university was announced 
here Saturday. 
Dr. Rosanoff, until recently dean 
of the graduate school, immediately 
termed the “withdrawal’’ a “remo­ 
val’’, 
which 
he 
said 
would be 
“searchingly investigated’’ in 
due 
time. 
He thus becomes the sixth 
person to be publicly separated 
from the Duquesne faculty since 
early February, when the Very Rev. 
Raymond V. Kirk became president. 
Asserting that “the matter is by 
no means closed”, Dr. Rosanoff de­ 
clared ; 
“At this time it would be unwise 
for me to comment in detail on 
President Kirk’s statement that I 
had been offered an appointment 
as director of research in place of 
my deanship of the graduate school. 
“For the present I can only say 
that the offer was made by Presi­ 
dent Kirk in such a form that it 
was utterly impossible for me to 
accept it.”

REFRESH PASTURES BY 
CLIPPING. OLD GRASS 
Many pastures in Lawrence coun­ 
ty still remain unclipped. The grass 
which has headed out and ¡pne to 
seed is refused by the cows and is 
largely trampled under foot, de­ 
stroyed, and wasted. 
When the matured grass is clipped 
and allowed to lie where it ialls 
several results are obtained. 
First, the cows will eat a iar*e 
portion of the partially cured grass 
because they seem to crave some 
dry hay while on pasture. 
Second, the clTpping will fresnep 
the pasture by removing the hard, 
harsh tall grass and will permit 
new grass and clover to come up 
from below. Cows particularly like 
the new tender growth since it is 
high in pelatability and nutritive 
value. 
Third, clipping will reduce the 
weed problem, especially if the weeds 
are cut before they mature seeds. 
This is quite important, because 
wrcds require more moisture and 
fertility than grass and clover and 
it is poor farming to grow both 
weeds and crops on the same land 
at the same time. 
Set the mower to clip as closely 
as possible. 
The cutter-bar will 
help to scatter droppings and will 
promote 
more 
uniform 
grazing 
throughout the rest of the season. 
Since lawns are not allowed to m a­ 
ture seeds but still stay fresh and 
green, similar treatm ent of pastures 
will get like results.

WATCH FEED NEEDS OF THE 
NEW PULLET FLOCK 
When the pullets are moved from 
the range to laying quarters it is 
highly important to keep feed con­ 
sumption normal or on the increase. 
With immature pullets, this is not 
a m atter of concern, but when pul­ 
lets have started to lay before they 
are moved, the flockowner must 
watch carefully to prevent slumps 
in feed consumption. 
A drop in 
egg production may follow removal 
to the houses and even a neck molt 
or a complete body molt may be 
caused by inadequate feed consump­ 
tion for a period after housing. 
If pullets have been laying 30 to 
40 per cent prior to housing, the 
use of artificial lighting and sup­ 
plementary feeding will be valuable 


FERTILIZE STRAWBERRIES 
FOR HEAVY PRODUCTION 
Next year’s strawberry crop may 
seem a long way off, but the produc­ 
tion and the .quality of the berries 
will depend very much on the treat­ 
ment which the plants are receiving 
ti.i: summer. 
Flower buds for the 1941 crop will 
stan to form about the middle of 
August. 
Experimental 
work 
Las 
shown that an application of nitro­ 
genous fertilizer in early August will 
have several beneficial effects on 
flowers. 
The number of flower clusters and 
the average number of flowers in 
the cluster will be increased. In ad­ 
dition, the percentage of flowers 
which set and develop into fruit 
next spring will be raised. 
An 
application of 200 to 250 
pounds to the acre of such nitro­ 
genous fertilizers as sulfate of am ­ 
monia, or nitrate of soda for plant­ 
ings which have not previously re­ 
ceived a wide-dressing. For plant­ 
ings which received a wide-dressing 
about a month after planting, the 
application now may be reduced to 
125 to 150 pounds. 
Runner training is another m at­ 
ter to receive attention now*. A strip 
about a foot wide is kept open in 
the space between rows, but the run­ 
ners are encouraged to fill evenly 
the remaining space on each side 
of the row and occupy the ground 
without crowding at any point. 
Best spacing is from 6 to 9 inches 
between plants in the row. A larger 
number of plants, with consequent 
closer spacing, will reduce the yield 
Oi marketable fruit. 
The earlier these runner plants 
take root in the proper places, the 
more productive they will be next 
spring. Careful studies have shown 
that with each successive month 
during the summer, the individual 
Plants which take root are less pro­ 
ductive, Thus, the highest produc­ 
tion may be obtained where the row 
is filled with runner plants 6 tc 9 
inches apart comparatively early in 
the season, and crowding is prevent­ 
ed by the removal of late runners 
if needed.
